Pole, Called Bolshevik, Dons 
Navy Togs as Defense. 
But then, He Forgot Law is 
Touchy About Uniforms.

Now Trekking Home in Suit 
of Judge’s, Cut Down. 


William Schillingoski is so post- 
tively opposed to being called a 
Bolsheviki that he gave his month’s 
wages for a United States Navy uni- 
form, which he donned as proof 
that he is loyal to the United States, 
even though he was born in Po- 
land. William, however, forgot that 
it is a violation of the Federal laws 
to wear a United States naval uni- 
form when one has not seen serv- 
ice in Uncle Sam's * fighting 
forces. 

While strutting nie Broadway 
with his entire regalia, service stripes 
and a medal for distinguished serv- 
ice, William was arrested. He 
was lodged in the City Jail. He is 
only 17 years old, and was rescued 
from the juvenile tanks by a pro- 
bation officer. Ordered to appear 
in the Superior Court to show cause 
why he should wear a United States 
uniform, he failed utterly to show 
any cause. 

His parents, William and Hagar 
Schillingoski, live at Sheboygan, 
Wis. A week in the tanks and a 
week in Juvenile Hall had cured 
William of a desire for city life. 
and he begged to be allowed to ga 
home. Judge Reeves, on the recom- 
mendation of the probation officer, 
signed a county order for William's 
transportation ESt, and Proba- 
tion Officer Smith gave the lad 
enough money to buy twelve meals 
on the train. 

When the Salt Lake train pulled 
out yesterday morning, the probation 
officer left William, minus his uni- 
form, but with a suit of Judge 
Reeves’s clothes. cut down to fit, in 
a berth prepared to get some sleep 
he had missed while in jail worry- 
ing about the outcome of his esca- 
pade. 

“When I'm 18, I'll join the navy 
and earn 9 richt to wear those 
} clothes,” said William. 

The Federal authorities agreed to 
drop the charge against the boy. pro- 
vided the chief probation officer 
would see to it that the uniform

And, I may add, that 
the conspiracy in which you were 
involved was but the forerunner of 
the spirit that has manifested it- 
self among lawless and treasonable 
enemies of this country, and any 
favorable action upon your request 
would furnish a distinct encourage- 
ment to anarchists and traitors who 
are seeking at this time to under- 
mine the foundation stones of this 
government.
